Messrs, Probst, ‘Hanbury, & 'Co., 
Limited, who as merchants have 
important interesta in the sale of 
cotton goods in China, dwell in 
their report for 1927, as they did in 
that for 926, on the state of trade 
in China, The extraordinarily dif- 
ficult conditions montioned last year 
are atated' in: the report to have 
continued throughout’ 1927, Now, 
however, the political outlook is bet- 
tor, and the directors are encourag- 
ed to expect improved ‘trading 
conditions in the future. It is 
especially gratifying to them to find 
that the boycott against the British 
has ended, and that in Its. place 
there is a spirit of honest friend- 
Hiness, «which gives room for 
optimism. The policy of concilia- 
tion, consistently pursued ‘by the 
British Foreign Office in face . of 
some adverse criticiam has un- 
doubtedly proved to be the correct 
one, Japanese competition con- 
tinues to be felt severcly by ‘all 
importers’ of Lancashire cotton 
goods into China, This is some- 
thing which the company will be 
permanently faced mith in future, 
and there is now added to it China's 
own ever-increasing production in

Silver, however, has been fairly 
steady, at an average of about 26d,

In ‘1918 .: Europe 
obtained, 62 ‘per cent. of the total 
foreign trade of the world, while in 
1927 she had only 82. per cent.

FAMOUS EXPLORER. | 


PROF. orro NORDENSKJOLD, 
RENOWNED TRAVELLER. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH, : 

Professor Otto Nordenskjold, the 
well-known explorer, has died as 
the result of an aceident:at the age 
of fifty-nine. He was pacticularly 
interested In South America and the 
Polar regions, = -— 

‘The family of Nordenskjold has 
contributed more ‘than one famous 
man to the ranks of explorers. Nils 
Otto Gustaf Nordenskjold, who was 
born in 1869, was the nephew of 
Baron A. T. Nordenskjold, the 


| Arctic explorer and leader of the 


Vega’ expedition,’ which was the 
first, In 1878-80, to accomplish the 
North-east passage from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific.’ Dr. Otto 
Nordenskjold was associated with 
the University of Goteberg, Sweden, 
where for.many years he was Pro- 
fessor of Geography and Ethno- 
graphy, It was primarily os a 
geologist: that his many expeditions 
and wide travels to high northern 
and high southern latitudes were 
made, | 


HIS FIRST EXPEDITION. . 


The first expedition was to Tierra 
del Fuego, -whither he went in 
1895, accompanied by a potanist 
and a zoologist. The expedition 
was in the main.due to the liberality 
of the late Baron Osear Dickson, 
who had always taken a deep inter- 
est in Polar exploration. The ob- 
ject in view was to study-the geolo- 
gy, physical geography, and natural 
history of Tierra det Fuego and 
southern Patagonia, especially in 
their bearing on the adjacent parts 
of the ‘Antarctic, and ‘in comparison 
with the known conditions in the 
northern hemisphere. Most valu- 
able work was done, and the expedi- 
tion, which returned to Europe in 
1897, was a complete success, In 
1900. Nordenskjold sailed as geolo- 
gist with a Danish. expedition to 
Jan Maven and East Greenland in 
the. Antarctic, a ship with which 
he was to make a closer acquaint- 
ance in the near future. He pub- 
lished a valuable monograph of the 
geology and physical geography of 
East, Greenland,, in which he: ex 
pressed the view that the Greenland 
ice sheet.at present is at its eeu 
est ‘extension. ° 


TO THE ANTARCTIC. 
Immediately on his return from 
Patagonia Nordenakjold planned.an 
Antarctic expedition, but for a few 
years failed ‘to receive the neces- 
At length he was suc-' 
cessful, and in 1901 the expedition 
sailed in the Antarctic, an old 


whaler bullt in 1871, which ‘had, a] - 


few years previously, taken an ex- 
pedition to Victoria Land, Antarc- 
tica, She left Goteberg in October, 
and proceeded to the Antarctic via 
the ‘Falkland . Islands. Captain 


Larsen, in command, Was a most ex-1 g4o¢ 


perienced Norwegian ice-navigator, 
who: had twice before visited Ant- 


‘| arctic seas; and there was a scien- 


tific staff of nine. The Swedish 
expedition, while investigating all 
branches of science, intended to 
specialise in geology, and working 
in co-operation with the British, 
Scottish; and German expeditions, 
chose for ita sphere of: operations 
the east of Graham Land, There 
was no ambition’ to create the 
Southern record. ‘A small winter- 
ing party under Nordenskjold: was 
landed at Show Hill Island in 64 
deg, 26's, and the Antarctic went 
north to carry out researches in the 
open sea, and at South Georgia, the 
Falkland Islands, and Tierra del 
Fuego. In the following summer 
the ship returned south, but exper!- 
enced great difficulties with the ice. 
When it seemed impossible to reach 
the winter station two members of 
the staff, Dr, Anderson and Lieuten-, 
ant Duse, were landed ‘on Louis’ 


-| Phillppe Land to endeavour to reach 


Nordenskjold by.land: and convey 
the news, but this they failed to do, 
and had to winter .by themselves, 
In January, 1904, the Antarctic was 
crushed in the ice in Erebus and 
Terror Gulf, and, sank with the 
Swedish flag fying: Thanks to 
Captain Larsen’s enterprise, the 
crew were saved, and passed. the 
winter safely on: Paulet Island. 


RELIEF ORGANIZED.

VALUABLE WORK, | 

This expedition may have had no 
striking results, but did extremely 
walunble ' work, especially in geo- 
logy, physical geography, and 
oceanography, and though some of 
their collections were lost with the 
Antarctic luckily a number had al- 
ready been sent home. Nordensk- 
jold. discovered tha 
arctic fossils, proving beyond 
doubt a subtropical climate in the 
‘Antarctic in Jurassic and early, 
Tertiary times. The scientific re- 
sults were published tn six large 
volumes, and the leader wrote an 
account of the expedition, which 
was translated into: English. as 
“Antarctic, or Two Years Amongst 
the Ice of the South Pole.” In 
1906 Nordenskjold visited Spitz 
bergen in the French ship, “Ile-de- 
France,” and in 1909 he went to 
South-west Greenland to engage in 
glacial investigations. He chose 
the district of Holstenberg, where 
the ice-free margin of Greenland is 
of great.extent. His observations 
led him to the conclusion that for 
long gelogical ages the inland ice 
cannot have been of greater extent 
‘than it ds to-day. Among other 
work done was 8 survey of God- 
thaab’ Fjord and a srady of the 
Esquimaux. 

PROLIFIC WRITER, 

Nordéenskjold wrote voluminously 
on geological, geographical, and 
allied subjects in various journals 
and transactions of learned so- 
cieties in Swedish, German, English, 
French, and Spanish. His wide ex-

Mr. Charles’ Whitlock, the ap- 
plicant, of Ridgeway-street, Lough- 
borough Junction, 8.W., was. em- 
ployed by the respondents, Messrs, 
L, and W. ‘Whitehead, Ltd, build- 
ers, of Clapham-road, SW. and it 
was: stated that. while at work he 
injured himself and was totally in- 
capacitated. 

Mr. Englebach, for Mr. Whitlocle, 
said that after his client had; been 
paid compensation for some time, 
respondent’s insurance company, 
through a .adlicitor, pafd Mr. 
Whitlock £100, although the re- 
gistrar of the court had riled such 
a sum was inadequate, and Mr. 
Whitlock ‘was told that the court 
had nothing further to do with the 
matter, and was paid a further ten 
guineas costs. 

Judge McCleary pointed out that 
such agreements made out of 
court were not recognised by law.

1. Liner shipping systematically 
replaces its old and unsuitable ves- 
sels by new and modern tonnage, 
yet the old ships are not scrapped. 
but rather sold, in order to be used 
by their. new owners in the tramp 
trade or for the purpose of crent- 
ing competing lines. 


* 2. The liner companies set them- |- 


elves methodically to work in 
order to extend their trafic and in 
this way they are constantly en- 
trenching upon the sphere of the 
trimp trade, 

3. In the oversens ” tramp’ ship- 
ping. the vessels used, * partly 
through new construction and part- 
ly by means of tonnage cast off 
from the liner services, have 
gradually become Jaryer and fast- 
cr. Thus the tramp ships former- 
ly cengaged in .the  trans-ocean, 
trade have had to withdraw to 
more ‘limited markets where there 
is moreover ‘a shorter “scat time.” 

4. On , these more - ‘limited 
markets, ‘as, for example, the Euro- 
pean berth—where © already the 
available amount of tonnage was 
beginning to grow too targe—the 
ships have also become larger and 
faster, while at the same time 
there is an inerense in the supply 
of tonnage. . This means keener 
cumpetition: among the tramp ves- 
sels‘ which were specially: built or 
purchased for this: particular trade. 
. 5. In the Scandinavian coal and 
timber trades: the shipowners are 
only too well aware of this: change,” 
and ‘the situation ifs precisely 


analogus with that prevailing in| @ 
the Mediterranean, 

6. The scrapping of these old 
and, from other points, of view, no 
longer suitable ships has, owing to 
the lack of system and the pre- 
vailing: custom of selling, not kept 
pace with the activity in new ship- 
building and the changes which 
have taken place in the shipping 
business. 

Severe Competition. 

The circumstances enumerated 
above, Mr. Lofgren stated, have 
brought about much severer com- 
petition between liner and tramp 
shipping.: There are still many 
people who believe that the fluc- 
tuations of the shipping situation 
would fall back into the undula- 
tory movement or series of cyeles, 
which was’ usual before the war, 
and in’ which, when the highest 
point was reached satisfactory pro- 
fits were made and the losses of 
the period of depression made 
good. It is' impossible to count 
upon such. a movement’any longer. 

The stabilisation which has 
taken place in ‘trade and: industry 
hag not become apparent in any 
way-'in shipping; indeed, on the 
contrary, shipping ds in the very 
midst of a crisis as difficult as that 
which prevailed before the war. 

The only effective method would 
be scrapping, but ‘this, has been 
shown to be impracticable It: is 
necessary, therefore, to adopt a 
method by means of which the 
markets for old ton.nage would be 
strictly limited and scrapping 
would be encouraged. Such a 
method would be the prohibition of 
the import of ships more than 
twenty years old Norway has had 
a favourable experience of this 
method. Nobody would be injured 
by such a prohibition, while it has 
advantages..of .many kinds. Na- 
turally these advantages would. not 
appear immediately nor all at the 
same time, but it would not be 
very. long before they fecaie 
plainly sneer

MAY ‘BE VETOED BY 
PRESIDENT. 
Washington.—A conference com- 
mittee representing the House of 
Representatives ,and , the Senate 
agreed on the text of the Merchant 
Marine Bill, In its present form 
the bill authorises the sale of any 
Government-owned ship upon the 
recommendation of five out of seven 
members of the Shipping Board. 
While no doubt is expressed that 
the bill will ‘be passed by both 
Houses in its present form, predic- 
tions are heard that President 
Coolidge is likely to veto the mea- 
sure in the interests of economy. 
The bill is designed to develop a 
privately-owned United | States 
Merchant Marine, Its major pro- 
visions include widening the terms 
of the Government's Ship Constrac- 
tion Loan, Fund ‘to permit the 
borrowing of three-quarters of the 
cost of st:shipdnatead of as present, 
two-thirds; the granting of long- 
term foreign mail contracts; the 
entrance of the Government into 
the marine dnsurance business.

A WANCHAI MESS. 


MORE ABOUT INDECENCY 
: CHARGE. 


CHINESE INTERESTED. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. R. EB, 
Lindsell'’s Court, at the Central 
Magistracy, was crowded when the 
hearing was resumed of the case in 
which Chan Tuk-chau {fs charged 
with indecent assault on, a 13- 
year-old servant’ girl omployed at 
the defondant’s mesa in Wanchai 
on June 80. 

.Many of those in Cpurt were un- 
able to secure ‘seats, all of them 
being occupled as carly as 2 p.m. 

When Mr. Lindgell took “his ‘seat 
at 2.15 he gave order to the Court 
Sergeant to clear the Court of ‘all 
who. were not seated. _ These re- 
mained in the compound outside 
the Court throughout the hearing. 
evidently expecting the case to 
conclude that afternoon, and eager 
to learn the verdict. . 

The prosecution "was conducted 
by. Mr. E: H. Williams, second as- 
sistant at the Secretariat for Chin- 
ese Affairs; whilst the defence was 
in the hnnds of Mr, Leo d'Almada, 
Jun, (instrueted by Mr. “Leo 

d’Almada, Sen.), . 

The, Evidence, 

After Dr, G. H. Thomas of the 
Government , Civil. Hospital had 
been re-called to give evidence on 
sever'n! points which arose out of 
the girl’s evidence, the Intter’s 
girl cousin was pluced in the wit. 
ness box, asthe last witness for 
the prosecution. 

She corroborated . the’ younger 
girl’s statement about reporting to 
her the three edrller attempts by 
the defendant, and said that she 
learned of the assault on her 


cousin on the night of July 1, and|' 


then she lost no time in communi- 
cating with the police, 

Replying to Mr. d’Almada, this 
‘witness admitted that she. had 
spoken to the police about compen- 
sation. She wanted compensation 
because her cousin was betrothed 
to someone. : They would still have 
proceeded against the defendant 
even if they had received compen- 
sation from him, 
denied": a suggestion by Mr. 

d’Almada that she had herself con- 
cocted the story against the defen- 
dant, and remarked “If she (the 
cousin) had not reported this mat. 
ter.to me I would not Hetve start- 
ed these proceedings.” 3 

Detective Sergeant Whelan, of 
No. 2 Police Station, in the witness 
box ‘stated that the. last witness 
had suggested compensation at the 
police station, but there . was no 
Suggestion that’ any compensation 
‘paid. would We in leu of, procaed- 
ings, +) 

' Counsel's Statement, ° 

Mr, d'’Almada then submitted 
that the defendant had no’ case to 
answer and that there-was not suffi- 
cient evidence for'a jury to cons 
vict. He reviewed the evidence of 
the girl and pointed out discrep. 
ancies. arising out of her evidence 
as compared with. the medical evi- 
dence .of. Dr. Thomas. Mr, 
d’Almada drew special attention to 
the fact that there was no corro- 
borative evidence. He said that 
there might have been some plau- 
sibility if the handkerchief alleged 
to have. been used to gag the maid. 
servant's mouth, or the cord with 
which her hands were said to have 
been tied were produced in court, 
but that was’ not done. He sub- 
mitted that the charge was trump- 
ed-up and declared that’ [t was a 
charge “‘brqught against the defen- 
dant, a disgraceful charge and an 
attempt to ruin hia character, mere- 
ly to extort moncy.from him.” . De- 
fendant was entitled to a discharge 
from the Court without a stain on 
his character. - 

Magistrate's Ruling. 

His Worship ruled that the de- 
fendant had a cage to answer.

‘}Easterner naturally lends itself to 


the peculiar form of deception 
which tukes advantage of the cre- 
dulity of the simple, -~ 

As in the West, so. in the Fast, 
a necklace often plays an import- 
ant ‘part in the delicate tusk of 
winning the trust ef the interded 
victim. It is only to be expected, 
however, that in its passage West 
of Sucz the confidence trick should 
gain a little in subtility: and ela- 
boration. 

Compare the execution of the 
trick by the deported Colonial 
sharper ‘in the Strand with, its 
practice by the Domes, one of the 
“eriminal tribes” of India, in this 
province of Bihar and ‘Orissa,

BEAUTIFUL: WOMEN AND. 
INTELLIGENT MEN. 


“IN Lonnon’s SHOPS. 


Bournemouth—Mr. ‘Percy A. 
Beat, managing director of Shool- 
bred’s, London, speaking at the 
annual conference of the Southern 
Council of the Incorporated Associa- 
tion of Retail Distributors, saidsthat 
hire purchase was a new form of 
“tricky credit.” ” 

“It fs nothing of the.kind,” he 
adited, + “‘Hire-purchase, or de- 
ferred payment on mortgage, is a 
very old part of our system of credit, 
But suspicion of it has been aroused 
‘because of its association with 
bribes.; The public looks askance 
at n hire-purchase, offer which in- 
chides the laying of lino and an in- 
surance policy. These things are 
really to the advantage of the seller, 
and the purchaser, pays through 
the nose for them.” 

Post-war conditions, he said, had 
made it Impossible for many people 
to save money, and the hire-pur- 
chase system played a great part in 
meeting. these conditions and in 
helping to restore prosperity to the 
country, 

It might reasonably be sugested 
that, apart from big eredit, it is bad 
to encourage the buying of goods 
which cannot be paid for within a 
comptratively short time.’ But why 
shonld purchasers be deprived of the 
benefits ‘of a system which. js ex- 
tended to nations’ und large busi- 
nesses? : 

Mr. E.'C. Denham said that ex- 
tonsion of the Hire-purchase system, 
needlessly, ' faluely, and greedily, 
was likely to put up'the cost of the 
production of commodities in this 
country to the extent of putting us 
out of the export market. The 
‘eredit system win this country gene 


erally was going mad. 
Shop Assistants Praised. 


At .the dinner in the  évening 
Lord Montague of Beaulieu, pro- 
posing. the “Retail Trade and :the 
LA.R.D,,” referred to the ad- 
vantages ‘of road transport over 
railway ‘transport. In a railway 
journey which he instanced a parcel 
wera touched nine times by human 
hands, and each time. it put the 
price up. Ina similar road journey 
a parcel would be handled only four 
‘| times; so that as 
human. factor, road - transport 
cheaper, : 

Of London shop jastatants, he 
said: “The women are beautiful and 
extremely civil, and the men are in- 
telligent.

Club.the most distinguished gather- 
ing of its type in London, presided

athe Finance Bill, “popularly 
known as the Budget, has been 
read a aecond time, and from the 
debate recently it may be .sur- 
mised that no serious or substan- 
tial amendments will be carrie 
in Committee. 

‘It does not, however, ‘ follow 
that the act will ever be onera- 
tive, either wholly or partially, 
any more than Mr. Lloyd George's 
famous Finance Act of 1910, of 
whieh ‘the land taxes were drop- 
ped as unworkable and) un- 
remunerative. Mr. Churchill's 
ingenious plan for filling the gap 
in the rates -by shifting the de- 
ficit on to petrol cannot take effect 
before October, 1929, and by that 
time who can say what ‘sort of 
Government will be in power? 
The extra.petrol duty is to be 
levied ut once, and the money to 
be carried to a suspense account, 
But who. can say. what, the next 
Government may choose . to do 
with the money? . °. 


GOSCHEN'S BEER DUTIES. 


I remember Goschen | carrying 
some new beer duties. in 1888, 
which were to be earmarked for 
the buying up of public-house 
licences, so us to reduce. their 
number, But Goschen proposed 
and “the trade” disposed, for the 
new duties were ultimately divert- 
ed into a grant for education! 

Seeing that it is uncertain 
whether Mr. Churchill’s new taxa- 
tion will ever be devoted to its 
present purpose, it is not uninter. 
esting to examine the principles 
that underlie the Budget, and Mr. 
Chamberlain's Bills for revalua- 
tion and’ a change in the Poor 
Law..'They must all be taken to- 
gether; and their objects seém 
to be the diminution of unemploy- 
ment by ‘relieving agriculture, 
manufacture, and railways of a 
portion of the burthen of rates; 
and, secondly, to prevent the cor- 
ruption and demoralisation. of 
outdoor relief by transferring the 
duties of the yuardians to the 
county and borough councils, _ 

With reyard to unemploynient, 
it cannot be too often repeated 
that it is-no vreater than it was 
during the years immediately 
preceding the war, only. it is 
more accurately registered, and 
more vocal, having found organs 
of its own.’ Indeed, the number 
of unemployed, in spite of the un- 
deniable depression in. the coal,. 
iron and cotton trades, would be 
much reduced’ were it not: for 
two contributory causes to which 
no political party dares to allude. 


MEN REPLACED BY WOMEN. 


’ The first of these’ causes. is the 
sudden invasion of the labour 
market by women, I am not re- 
ferring ‘to the factory ‘and mill 
hands of the Midlands and the 
North. I am speaking of the dis- 
covery, made since the munition 
works of’ the war, that there are 
a ‘great many jobs, formerly be- 
lieved to be possible only for men, 
that can be done,’ if not as well, 
at least well enough, by wonien 
for lower wages. .The exorbitant 
rates of wages that: have been 
forced upon employers by the 
trade unions andthe cost of ‘living 
have compelled them to replace 
men, where’ they can, by women, 
Who, for instance, would have 
thought ten years ago.of the head 
clerk in a stockbroker’s office be- 
ing a. woman? In city offices, 


restaurants,.shops, clubs and hos-|- 


pitals, women have pushed men 
out, * 

I record these facts merely to 
show that there is a great deal 
of unemployment which cannot 
be cured, and will not even be 
touched, by a remission of ygri- 
cultural’ rates, or by shifling a 
portion of ‘urban rates ‘from 
manufacturers and railways to 
consumers of petrol, What farm- 
ers and employers want is more 
efficient labour at lower wages, 
No politician dares to say so; but 
the ‘abolition of minimum wages 
and hours Acts would do' more to 
help the national industry than 
any juggling with the rates,

A new ‘fighting aeroplane—the} | 
most remarkable craft ever built 
for warfare in the skles—hds been 
completed for the Alr MinIstry at 
Brough, on the Humber. 

Capable ef a speed of 150 miles 
an hour, it is yet able to remain in 
the air for 12 hours ‘with. o full 
lond, discharge a torpedo weighing 
a ton and’ drop bombs.

‘Woman’ in charge of © a car fa 
gnee more coming in for her annual 
dose of abuse and flattery, eriticiam 
and approval. Letters to  news- 
papers on the subject are growing 
numerous again and the evergreen 
topic, the dangerous woman driver, 
icy once more being widely discuss- 
e 

What is the trath? It is worth 
finding out, Men drivers outnum- 
ber-women considerably, and when 
they are caught driving ina dan- 
Gerous manner they get. the-proper 
condemnation which ia due to them, 
Yet not nearly so much interest is 
taken in thelr crimes as in women’s, 

It is not, I imagine, just because 
everything a woman does, or does 
hot do, is a matter of gencral in- 
terest. It, is far too serlous for 
that. A woman can swim the Chan- 
nel or go barefoot, cut: her hair 
like a pre-war German. a la brosse 
or do anything elue novel or quaint. 
‘WShe will get ten times ‘the publicity 
a man will get because she is 2 
woman, and what a woman does or 
says is “news"—without,, however, 
being necessarily new. 


. THE ESSENTIAL QU ALITIES. 


That is quite different from the 
universal discussion of her dina or 
successes when she js driving a 
car on roads which are, at this 
momen ‘probably the most difficult 
of navigation in the world's history 
of mechanical or horse transport. 
Woman, aga driver, is most keenly 
0° :ussed becouse there are so 
mony of her; because’ driving a 
car along these roads: is daily be- 
coming « more difficult art; and 
because not every one of us is quite 
sure that she has the essential 
qualities.

THEY ‘TURN ‘THEIR HEADS. 


My own theory about. tho’ aver- 
age woman driver sounds .too 
simple to be sensible. It Is just 
the application of the story of the 
good little girl, complete with curl 
surmounting: forehead, who, when 
good, is excellent,'and, when other- 
wise, simply horrid. It takes one 
nowhere, this’ theory, but it is the 
only one T have been able:to form. 
I know of a few quite first-class 
women drivers, On the whole, 1 
should say that they are, in re- 
source, skill, ‘and cooliitss, at least}' 
the equal of most of the men 
drivers of my acquaintance. I 
have seen: women drivers exhibit 
the very best qualities of the very 
best drivers. (I generally keep 
behind cars driven by women— 
which, incidentally, enables me to 
watch their skill or the lack of it.) 

I know a number of the other 
sort, and have watched them at 
thelr deadly work. ‘I: heard,. the 
other day, of one reason why some 
women drivers are dangerous. ‘It 
is just this—a woman turns her 
head when she wants to talk to her 
companion, and.that is, of course, 
the first and most hopeless crime, 
save in’ very rare circumstances, 
It simply means’ that she haa not}. 
got the “lock-out” sense. She daca 
not, when driving a car, think 
beyond what she sees at the 
moment, and an. empty road to her 
is an empty road— until she has 
time ‘to attend to it.”

HOMESIDE REPORT. 


Among motorists there is a great 
deal of uncertainty in the. matter 
of the alleged danger of filling 
petrol tanks from kerbside pipes 
with meta! nozzles and connections, 
While there should be no cause for 
alarm in this xespect, the whole 
position should be clearly under- 
stood. The potential danger, such 
as it is, Hes in the possibility of a 


‘\atatic dlacharge of electricity mani- 


feating: itself. between the nozzle 
and the petrol tank orifice. 

"Not long ago, in the United States 
fa motorist was having his. tank 
filled by hose from a kerbside pump. 
Suddenty, the petrol took fire at 
the tank orifice and serious conge- 
quences were the result, Investi- 
gations were made, and'it was de- 
elded that the most probable cause 
of the ignition was a static dis- 
charge of electricity from,’ the 
nozzles of the hosepipe which was 
of metal, and had metallic connec- 
tions throughout. The pump was’ 
therefore earthed, but the car, in- 
aulated ‘by its tyres, waa not. It 
was thought that during the early 


part of the filling ‘operation the 


nozzle of the pipe.had been held 
away from the metal of the tank. 
During this time, the friction of 
fluid passing down the hose had 
caused electricity, and‘ ‘when the 
charge ‘was suddenly “shorted” 
by’ touching the metal of the tank 
opening with the nozzle of the pipe, 
a spark occurred, It was pointed 
out that similar sparks might have 
occurred thousands of times with- 
out causing an explosion, for of the 
petrol vapour was concéntrated and 
there was insufficient air mixed 
with it, it would not ignite, 


CONFIRMATORY EVIDENCE. 


This information was not greeted 
with much enthusiasm, nor did 
common sense precautions develop 
as a reault,. This may have been 
because the story came from Ameri- 
ca, but if that were the rea- 
son, those who ignored . the 
facts have now before them the de- 
tails of an accident which happen- 
ed at an English wharf. While two 
tank waggons were being loaded 
with spirit, a terrific explosion oc- 
curred which killed’ two men and 
seriously injured a number of 
others. At the moment the explo- 
sion occurred, the one tank, capable 
of holding 800 gallons, had receiv- 


.ed 130 gallons from the pump, and

‘and a series of experiments were 
carried out by consulting engineers, 
The conclusions arrived at confirm- 
ed several experiments which were| 
also made bythe chief chemist of 
the petrol company. -These con- 
clusions are given numerically here- 
under so. that motorists, “however 


-| sceptical they may be may have the 


opportunity of studying the facts.|. 
- (1) The experiments as a whole 
brought out the fact that static 


_| electricity: is generated when any 


grade of spirit or kerosene is pump- 
ed through pipe-lines. (2) If the 
vessels into which the spirit or 


-| kerosene is pumped be insulated, 


charges capable of giving measur- 
able sparks may readily be collect- 
ed thereon.

Rockefeller has a fixed birthday 
programme. . He -sits, customarily 
long at the breakfast table chatting 
with members of ‘his family and 
guests, Last year he expressed 
happiness that he was entering his 
eighty-ninth year ‘fin 4 condition of 
perfect health, full of hope and 
cheer and with gratitude and good 
will to everybody,” according to 
those who breakfast with. him.
